I TRAIN DESTROYED BY BOERS. 


On* Report Said 
F ifteen K an o f tho 


English Force on tho A rm ored Train 
Were 
K illed — An 
A m erican C ltlsen 
Abused by F ree State B urghers. 


L ondon, Oct. 14. — An Edinburgh 
paper, The Scotsman, this morning, as­ 
serted that a battle has taken place be­ 
tween General 
Sir George Stewart 
White, commanding the forces in Natal, 
aud the Boers, who entered Natal by 
way of Van Reenans pass. General 
White, The Scotsman says, is very san­ 
guine of the success of the British 
movement. 
The foregoing report is considered to 
be correct, as late last night the war 
office had news of a British advance 
from Ladysmith and was hourly ex­ 
pecting further intelligence. 
A dispatch to The Daily Telegraph 
from its correspondent at Ladysmith, 
dated at noon on Friday, says: 
“A strong moble column, under Gen­ 
eral Sir George Stewart White, accom­ 
panied by General Sir Archibald Hun­ 
ter, proceeded before daybreak this 
morning toward Acton Homes for the 
purpose of 
reconnoitering. 
General 
White’s object was to observe what was 
going on and also to test tao nobility 
and efficiency oi his forces. 
All the 
men are well, and the weather is now 
fine.” 
Toe Daily Mail’s Cape Town corre­ 
spondent, telegraphing Friday evening, 
said: “I learn on good authority tiiat 
the Boers are attacking Mafeking. They 
are reported to have already suffered 
several repulses. It is generally admit­ 
ted that Vryburg cannot stand a strong 
Boer attack. 
According to The Daily Mail’s Gape 
Town correspondent, Mr. 
Schreiner, 
premier of Cape Colony, will unreserv­ 
edly support the imperial government. 
His previous reserve was dictated by a 
desire not to drive the extreme Dutch 
residents to excesses. 
Evart Grobier, member of the yolks- 
rand for Pinlipopolis, has been elected 
commandant general of the Free State 
forces. He is only 35 years of age, is 
well educated and was Free State dele­ 
gate to the Chicago exhibition. 
The Prince of Wales promised to see 
General Redvers Buller and staff' off 
from the Waterloo station today. 


L ondon, uct. 14.—m e ^vetting JNews 
published rhe following dispatch from 
Gape Town:

Rum ored That A m erican Prisoners W ere 
Found Bound, G agged and Shot—L ieu­ 
tenant o f 
N ative P olice A rrested at 
M anila—Gen. Schwan R eached B acoor. 


M a n ila , Get. 14.—Major Cheatham, 
with a scouting party, while proceeding 
along the west shore of the lake en­ 
countered a lorce of rebels strongly en­ 
trenched at Muntinlupa. Major Cheat­ 
ham reports that he drove the rebels 
from their position, and that in the en­ 
gagement three Americans were killed 
and two were wounded. Rumors are in 
circulation in Manila that Major Cheat­ 
ham discovered three American pris­ 
oners, who had been bound, gagged and 
shot bv the insurgents. These rumors, 
however, are not confirmed. 
One Sandago, a lieutenant of the na­ 
tive police, was arrested aud lodged in 
jail, bis subordinate having reported to 
the authorities that he was endeavoring 
to enlist them in a plot to turn the po­ 
lice against the Americans in the event 
of an uprising. 
Reports having reached the provost 
marsnal that arms were concealed at 
the headquarters of the Dominican 
friars, a large building adjoining the 
palace, a detachment of soldiers made a 
search of tne building. 
They found a 
small stock of Mausers, revolvers and 
ammunition, which was confiscated de­ 
spite the protests of the friars that the 
arms were not intended for unlawful 
use.

the hardest marches of the campaign. 
From Malabou to Perez Das Marinas, 
they marched through roadless rice 
fields.

Tne Filipinos had deserted 
the town upon learning of the approach 
of the Americans, leaving only the 
women and children behind. 
Two strong shocks of earthquake, 
lasting several seconds, were felt in 
Manila about IO o’clock last evening.

That it shall be unlawful 
for any person or corporation doing 
business in this state to manufacture, 
sell or effertosell any article, compound 
or preparation for the purpose of being 
used or which is intended to be used in 
the preparation of food, in which article, 
compound or preparation there is any 
arsenic, calomel, bismuth, ammonia or 
alum. 
Sec. 2. 
Any person or corporation 
violating the provisions of this act shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and 
shall, upon conviction, be fined not less 
than one hundred dollars, which shall 
be paid into and become a part of the 
road fund of the county in which such 
fine is collected. 
The operation of this law will be main. ; 
ly against alum baking powders. 
But 
the manufacture or sale of any article 
of food or article intended to be used in 
food which contains any of the sub­ 
stances classed by the law as unhealth­ 
ful—from arsenic to alum—is absolutely 
prohibited.
